USSR, Canada 
join U.S. athletes 
in games here 


Deaf athletes from the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics (USSR) and 
Canada joined their U.S. peers at the 
1990 Friendship Games, held July 5-7 
at Gallaudet University. 

Co-sponsored by Gallaudet and the 
American Athletic Association of the 
Deaf, the games brought several World 
Games for the Deaf gold and silver 
medal winners together to compete 
once again in track, wrestling, basket- 
ball, volleyball, and high jump events. 
They also provided athletes with a deaf 
sports night, titled “Tales and Tidbits 
from Then and Now,” and two parties. 

The games mark the first time that 
deaf athletes from the USSK have par- 
ticipated in international competition in 
the United States since the 1965 World 
Games for the Deaf, held in Washing- 
ton, D.C. 

The games were the culmination of 
an exchange program arranged by 
Donalda Ammons, an assistant profes- 
sor in Gallaudet’s Foreign Languages 
Department and coordinator of the 
games, and Valery Ruhledev of the 
USSR. In 1987, it was agreed that ath- 
letes from the United States would 
travel to the USSR for two international 
competitions. The U.S. deaf wrestling 
team competed in the USSR in Sep- 
tember 1987, and the U.S.A. track 
team competed in Moscow in June 
1989. In exchange, the Russian ath- 
letes came to the United States for the 
Friendship Games, and Canada was 
also invited to participate. 

The American Athletic Association of 
the Deaf represents deaf sports under 
the umbrella of the United States 
Olympic Committee, with member 
clubs in every state. 
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Gallaudet representatives travel 
to China for education meeting 


Several representatives from Gal- 
laudet took the University’s outreach 
efforts to the other side of the world 
when they attended the Fourth Annual 
Meeting of the USA/China Teacher 
Education Consortium held in China 
June 22-26. 


While the consortium conference in- 
cluded representatives of 27 out of 40 
U.S. member educational institutions, 
Gallaudet President I. King Jordan was 
one of only four university presidents 
selected to participate in the meeting. 


“Dr. Jordan made an excellent 
presentation at the plenary session 
where presidents spoke to the entire 
conference on policies in regard to in- 
ternational agreements between univer- 
sities,” said Dr. David Martin, dean of

FLVs, Cued Speech programs held 


Families from throughout the United 
States are gathering at Gallaudet this 
month to attend Family Learning Vaca- 
tions (FLVs) and the Cued Speech Fa- 
mily Program. 

The Family Learning Vacation, 
offered through the National Academy, 
provides opportunities for families with 
deaf children to learn more about deaf- 
ness, share their experiences with other 
families, and learn how to communi- 
cate more fully with each other. 

Four FLV sessions are being offered 
this summer: Families With a Deaf 
Child (ages 0-6), July 1-7; Families 
With a Deaf Child (ages 7-12), July 
8-14; Families with a Deaf Teenager 
(ages 13-18), July 15-21; and Families 
with a Child with Usher’s Syndrome or 
Similar Hearing/Vision Impairments 
(ages 0-18), July 15-21. 

In the programs, professionals in the 
field of deafness present topics such as 
the impact of deafness on the family, 


parent advocacy, legal rights, parent- 
professional relationships, deaf culture, 
adolescent development, sexuality, drug 
abuse prevention, independent living, 
genetics, and resource availability. 

There are also parent workshops and 
discussion groups, daily sign language 
classes, family picnics and field trips, a 
youth recreation program, evening teen 
lounges, group counseling for all chil- 
dren, and child care. For more infor- 
mation, call x5096. 

The Cued Speech Family Program, 
offered by the Department of Audiology 
and Speech-Language Pathology July 
22-27, is targeted for families with deaf 
and hard of hearing children and adults, 
although professionals may also attend. 

All family members age 5 or older are 
taught Cued Speech. Day care is provided 
for younger children during class time, 
and they are exposed to Cued Speech 
through games, stories, and conversa- 
tion. For more information, call x5329. 


the School of Education and Human 
Services (SEHS), who also attended 
the meeting. 

Jordan and his wife, Linda, also 
visited a school for deaf students in 
Beijing and met with national leader 
Deng Pu Fang, head of the All-China 
Federation for the Handicapped. 

Martin conducted a symposium on 
special education and teacher prepara- 
tion in which eight people from differ- 
ent universities gave presentations on 
special education administration, and 
on educating deaf, multihandicapped, 
and mentally retarded students, and 
students with behaviorial disorders. 


Eli Savanick, director of the Interna- 
tional Center on Deafness, represented 
the center at the conference. 

“All of the Americans felt very warm- 
ly received,” said Martin. “Although 
the consortium consists of relationships 
with provincial education departments 
and institutions, now the central 
government’s Ministry of Education is 
taking an active, supportive attitude 
toward the consortium. This is a very 
important forward step.” 

Gallaudet also used the conference 
to reconfirm its relationship with its sis- 
ter institution, the Liaoning Normal 
School of Special Education, a teacher- 
training institution in the Liaoning 
Province that prepares teachers for 30 
schools for deaf students. 

“We’re moving in the direction of es- 
tablishing a center of excellence in deaf 
education in that province,” said Mar- 
tin. He explained that while Gallaudet 
does not have the resources to help all 
of China in educating deaf students, it 
is encouraging the Liaoning program to 
invite educators of teachers, and of 
deaf students, from around the country 
to take advantage of the Gallaudet ex- 
pertise available at Liaoning. 

Liaoning is acquiring this expertise by 
sending some Liaoning students of 
teacher education to study at Gal- 
laudet. Administrators from Liaoning 
have also visited the University, and 
Gallaudet faculty are teaching special 
courses at Liaoning. The two schools 
are also exchanging research papers, 
curricula, videotapes, and other 
materials. 

The USA/China Teacher Education 
Consortium consists of 40 U.S. univer- 
sity schools of education and several 
school districts from 19 states and the 
District of Columbia that have estab- 
lished ties with four Chinese provinces. 
It was formed to help China’s educa- 
tional system meet its goal of providing 
compulsory education through the 
ninth grade for all its students by 
1995. 

Gallaudet is the only consortium

The School of Education and Hu- 
man Services (SEHS) has received a 
$200,000 grant from IBM to train 
teachers of deaf students in the ex- 
panded use of computers in the class- 
room. The grant money is being used 
to purchase computer equipment, in- 
cluding a laboratory of IBM Personal 
System/2* workstations and a desktop 
publishing system, and for training and 
technical support. The project was de- 
veloped by Dr. Cynthia King of the 
Department of Educational Foundations 
and Research and Dr. David Martin, 
dean of SEHS.

SEHS 
also sent two faculty members to China 
last fall, where they worked with edu- 
cation professionals for one month.
